Killed. 
J. II Bethea, aged about forty years 
of Dillon, S. C. shot In the face 
arms, shoulder and h< ad 
O. EL Williams, conductor of the ex 
press train, of Philadelphia, shot in 
the abdomen by Bethea and died im 
mediately. 
Hamuel Williams, colored, of Balti 
more, porter of the Pullman car, wbc 
was shot in the chest by Bethea

Matthew Haley, spectator of the bat 
tie; removed to a physic ian’s hospital;

Created Scene In Car. 
Httbea boarded the train at Balli 
more taking a seat In a well fill* 1 
chair car He appeared to he slightly 
inlosifsted 
A few minutes after the 
train left Newark. Del., he burst into 
obscene language Williams, the pc r 
ter. told him to keep quiet, and finally 
the conductor added his protects to 
thoae of Williams. Bethea with a wild 
yell sprang to his feet, drew a gun 
and shot the two men dead. The hor 
ror-strbken passengers dashed from 
the car. leaving the murderer and the 
dead alone 
Ne.thing more was heard of him un 
til th* train pulled up at the station 
hi re three or four minutes later, at 
which time the other men of the train 
fore*’ had been notified of what had 
happened In the car ahead. On the 
a rm al of the train the police and 
railroad officials were notified and the 
train was ordered held up until the 
car could be surrounded. 
Se veral men with guns took refuge 
behind bo* cars and two policemen of 
the Wilmington city force kept watch 
until automobiles carrying a squad of 
police from the city hall could be 
rushed to the scene, at which time It 
was
